Senator George Nordlin, St. Paul, 
is preparing the bill in co-opera- 
tion with a number of legislative 
representatives. The measure has 
won the backing of district court 
judges, prosecuting attorneys and 
various civic and semicivic organi- 
zations throughout the state. 

The automobile clubs in the va- 
rious cities have taken no definite 
stand in the matter yet. 

It is estimated that not. more 
than 10 per cent. of the approx- 
imately 600,060 cars in the state 
are insured. Of the 90 per cent. 
not insured, approximately $0 per 
cent. are financially unable to 
meet obligations in the event they 
become Hable for damage to prop- 
erty or infury to persons.

IN WASHINGTON 


September Figures 
4,185 Represent 
20% Gain 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 19.—While 
gar sales throughout the state 
have been excellent this year, the 
past two weeks show somewhat 
ofa slump. That this is diag- 
nosed as merely a temporary ail- 
ment is illustrated by the action 
of one firm, for instance, the R. 
Knox Roberts Company, distrib- 
utor for Oakland and Pontiac in 
Portiand and Seattle territorics. 

On August i this company signed 
a contract for 3,800 cars to be de- 
Wivered within a year from that 
date, half at Seattle and half at 
Portland. Last week this number 
was increased te an even 4,000. 

“Our president decided on this 
increase for the fiscal year, owing 
to realization of coming sales possi- 
bilities, and improved conditions al- 
ready apparent,” said Harry D. 
Austin, manager of the Roberts or- 
ganization here. “We are getting 
the cars we expect to sell, while the 
getting is good.”

September figures are 4,185 new 
car registrations in this state, 
compared to 3,456 for August, a 
gain of about 20 per cent. Of this 
“stotail 1,050 are from King county; 
..845 from Spokane and 340 from 
Pierce. 

Ford increased sales from 1,005 
in August to 1,149 in September, 
which is short of the average 20 
per cent. gain. Chevrolet jumped 
from 361 in August to 725 in Sep- 
tember, far above the general 
average. This was largely due to 
the speeding up of sales in King 
county by C. H. Wells, Inc., new 
distributor in western Washington 
for Chevrolet. This firm had estab- 
lished a remarkable sales record in 
Spokane county. 

Buick sales also jumped surpris- 
ingly; from 197 to 296. Chrysler 
increased from 160 in August to 
239; Essex dropped from 169 to 
122; Hudson also dropped, from 
76.to 66; Dodge from 299 to 285; 
Nash spurted from.119 to 171; 
Oakiand was almost stationary, in- 
creasing from 86 to 88; Oldsmobile 
was likewise in about same status, 
97 in -September and 101 in 
August; Overland went from 163 
to 168, while Pontiac increased 
from &0 to 97; Star dropped from 
184 in August to 165; Studebaker 
ig another car that made a notable 
forge ahead, jumping from 123 in 
August to 222 in September. This 
is the iargest percentage of in- 
crease of any.

Prosperity of Tobacco 
Growers Helps 





Business 
Charlotte, N. C., Oct. 19.— 
Motor truck distributors here 


have reported conditions in the 
Carolinas were somewhat spotty 
early in the last half of October, 
and economic cross currents were 
exerting both good and bad in- 
fluences. Sales generally were 
reported to be satisfactory, and 
brisk in some sections. 


Eastern North” Carolina is the 
best field for truck sales at this 
time, principally because of the 
prosperity of the tobacco growers, 
who are marketing their crops at 
prices ranging from 7 to 11 cents 
above last year’s prices. The aver- 
age price so far this season stands 
at about 26 cents per pound, ac- 
cording to published reports. In 
the industrial western part of this 
state construction of highways 
buildings is continuing at a high 
level, with the totals of building 
permits showing a substantial in- 
crease over the totals for recent 
months. 

The demand for the lighter trucks 
is greater than that for the other 
‘obs, all reports indicated.

While the sales for all 
trucks stand at a much higher 
figure for this year than they did 
at the same time last year, the in- 
crease is particularly satisfactory 
with respect to one-ton and two- 
ton jobs. 

Sharp increases in the competi- 
t'on in almost all lines of business 
in this territory are working to the 
benefit of the truck dealers, for it 
appears that commercial and in- 
dustrial establishments are_provid- 
ing for increased efficiency in their 
truck transportation departments, 
according to reports SVEHREER here.

Each piece of 
wood is to ‘be cut to pattern size 
and all but 7 per cent. of the mois- 
ture is to be extracted, that 
waste and weight will elimi- 
nated to the utmost. 

“As to strength, the butt, or first 
cut, of the Douglas fir has the 
corresponding tensile strength of 
oak,” said Mr. Webb. “It is an 
‘deal material for certain parts of 
the body. Our laboratories have 
conducted tests and report it equal 
in many respects to much of the 
Eastern and Southern wood now 
used.”’

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Co-operation and Competition 

N DAYS gone by business, especially big business, con- 
sisted largely of bitterly waged warfare among the 
various companies engaged in any particular field of manu- 
facturing activity. Each firm had trade secrets which were 
jealously guarded because they gave the possessor a fancied 
advantage over his competitor. As a result, each firm got 

just as far as its individual strength could carry it. 

Happily, business today is beginning to realize that 
co-operation is better than warfare. It is also learning that 
co-operation does not interfere with healthy competition. 
Concerns may unite to improve conditions in the field they 
happen to be cultivating and yet maintain keen rivalry in 
production and sales. A recent occurrence shows this new 
spirit in business better than almost anything we know. 

Manufacturers of industrial alcohol in this country have 
formed the Industrial Alcohol Manufacturers Association, 
which is sponsoring high test completely denatured alcohol 
as an anti-freeze medium under the generic title of FreezFoil. 
Each member puts out his own product under his own trade 
name( but carrying the trade mark FreezFoil, and any anti- 
freeze so labeled is made under the rigid standards pre- 
scribed by the association. 

A short time ago the Industrial Alcohol Manufacturers 

Association held a meeting in New York and at its conclusion 
all the members and their guests were taken to Wilminington, 
Del., to go through the plant of the Kentucky Alcohol Corpo- 
ration, which had just been opened there. The members were 
the guests of the Kentucky Alcohol] Corporation, which trans- 
ported them to Wilmington by special trains with diners 
attached. They were not only given the freedom of the plant, 
but new machinery was shown them and processes were 
‘explained, whereby the Kentucky Alcohol Corporation is 
enabled to get from 8 to 10 per cent. more alcohol per unit 
of molasses than is possible with former methods. As an 
example of the new idea of co-operation in business, this is 
certainly refreshing. As a result of this effort to improve 
conditions in the denatured alcohol field, all the manufac- 
turers will benefit and the company which frankly showed 
its improved methods of production to competitors will gain 
more than if it had held them as a carefully guarded “trade 
secret.”

Ford on Time Payments 

ENRY FORD the other day warned the country of the 
dangers of installment buying. “Installment buying,” 
said Mr. Ford, “‘has been useful under certain circumstances. 
It may be a method of saving, and the possession of the 
article before it is paid for may stimulate saving. But the 
thing has gone too far now. Too many articles may be bought 
on long-term credit—which is always bad, because this leads 
to overbuying and careless buying, and thus lessens the effec- 

tiveness of buying power.” 

Unquestionably Mr. Ford has placed his finger on the 
danger that lurks in overextended credit buying. Terms 
that are too long not only invite overbuying, but they also 
tend to make the transaction partake too much of the nature 
ef rental. In the automotive industry, for instance, a very 
low down payment and installments stretched over too long 
a time make it a temptation for the buyer to discontinue 
his deferred payments before the vehicle actually becomes 
his own. In other words the first payment must be large 
enough to establish the conviction of ownership in the buy- 
er’s mind, so that he will continue to meet his deferred 
obligations as they fall due. Fortunately this condition was 
early realized in the automotive industry, and installment 
- buying of cars is on as firm a basis of conservative opera- 

tion as can be asked.
